THE NATURE OAK POISONING 


Poison oak dermatitis very frequently serious 
enough need medical attention. 

Symptoms poisoning are produced when the 
poison (urushiol) penetrates the outer surface the 
skin. They may appear from few hours five days 
longer after exposure. itching, burning sensa- 
tion first noticed and becomes intense inflamma- 
tion develops. Swelling the parts involved usually 
occurs. There may only reddening, accompanied 
swelling, but more often vesicles water blisters 
appear.®

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REGULATIONS ADOPTED GOVERNING 
REGISTRATION SANITARIANS 


The Sanitarians’ Registration Act passed the 1945 
Session the Legislature provides that sanitarians 
employed local health agencies must registered 
the State Department Public Health. Assistant 
Sanitarians may hired for period two years 
without registration. 


The act contains ‘‘grandfather clause’’ under 
which persons employed prior September 15, 1945, 
those passing local civil service examinations before 
January 1946, must accepted for registration 
without examinations. About 700 applications have 
been received and 601 persons have been accepted 
qualified and are now registered.

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SYNTHETIC RESINS 


The study air contamination phenolic resin 
plant has been concluded the Bureau Adult 
Health. The plant was operated pilot plant, pend- 
ing the establishment process for manufacturing 
especially activated phenolic formaldehyde resin 
used the purification water. 

the manufacturing process studied, the basic con- 
stituents—formaldehyde and phenol—are inter-related 
and subsequently treated with sodium bisulphate, sul- 
phuric acid, ethelyne oxide, tetraethylene pentamine, 
and epichlorhydrin. The treatment gives rise air 
contamination number toxic substances: for- 
maldehyde, phenol, sulphur dioxide, ethylene oxide, 
epichlorhydrin, acid mist and dust. The 
sampling procedures were complex and since changes 
were constantly being introduced into the manufac- 
turing process, the taking repeated samplings was 
necessitated.

Fresno area for the sale adulterated fig paste and 
for the fraudulent use official agency inspection 
stamp cases uninspected paste.

Ray Court raisin packer who was found blending 
moldy and rain damaged raisins with standard raisins. 
was also established that the moldy, substandard 
raisins had been shipped interstate and that attempt 
had been made alter the shipping records.
